Administration Officials Declare

Evidence Being Gathered in 
Indiana Where New and 


Watson Were Elected. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—A senatorial 
investigation of alleged misuse of money 
in the presifiential campaign ,was an- 
nounced definitely today by administra- 
tion officials. Preliminary plans nave 
been made and a resolution providing 
the machinery for the inquiry is ready 
t« be introduced soon after Congress 
convenes next month. 

It was stated today that evidence was 
being. collected, but its details were not 
The plah is to cali those 
actually in charge of campaign finances 
before the Senate committee and investi- 
gate the details of their transactions. 

Various repérts concerning the use of 
money in certain states have come to 
Democratic headquarters as well as Re- 
publican headquarters. 

Investigation into alleged attempts to 
colonize illegal voters in Inglana and 
West Virginia particularly was begun 
several weeks before the election. In 
those states Democratic leaders are 
planning to contest the election of Unit- 
ed States Senators, Before the polls had 
closed last Tuesday charges of corrup- 
tion were being openly made by Demo- 
cratic chieftains. 

Evidence is being gathered upon which 
to base contests in the election of Harry 
5S. New and James E. Watson as Sen- 
ators from Indiana and Representative 
Howard Sutherland as Senator in West 
Virginia. New, on the face of the In- 
diana returns, defeated Majority Leader 
Kern and Watson won from Senator 
Taggart. futherland, in West Virginia, 
defeated Senator Chilton. 


Contests tn Senate. 

It has been charged by Democrats that 
negroes were colonized from the South 
in states where the Republicans - tri- 
umphed by small majorities. If contests 
| @re brought they will have to be. initiat- 
din the: new Senate, as each legislative 
body. is the judge of its own members. 
The Democrats will control the new Sen- 
ate by a majority of 12 votes. 

The Department of Justice announced 
that its investigation will proceed in 
various states despite the fact that the 
elections are over and said that prosecu- 
tions are to follow where the law has 
been violated. The Department issued 
this statement: 

“It was stated at the Department of 
Justice today that the fact that the 
election is over will not in any way 
delay or abate its investigations in the 
different states of alleged violations of 
the Federal statutes relative to elections. 
here the facts developed justify, pruse- 
cutions promptly will be instituted. {t 
was pointed out that these investigations 
are in no way political matters but ques- 
tions of violations of law and will be 
so treated, 

Details Are Withheld. 

“No details of the progress of the in- 
vestigations can be given as this would 
be contrary to the general practice wf 
the Department and would manifestly 
mitigate against the proper enforcement 
of the law. 

“No further announcement with regard 
to the matter is contemplated. Such ac- 
tion as may finally be taken will become 
publicly known when prosecutions are 
instituted in the districts where the law 
has been violated.’’ 

While the statement does not name 
any states “it is known that a large 
fcrce of special agents has been working 
in Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio, New York, 
Illinois, Indiana and other states.

Nine of 60 “Dry’’ Counties 
Have Saloons, 29 of 39 “Wet” 
Counties Have None. 


Including, returns from St. Louis and 
all except 16 counties; most of which are 
known to be ‘dry” but which cannot 
change the result, the total vote in favor 
of the prohibition amendment tabulated 
265,611, and against it 376,101, a major- 
ity against prohibition of 110,490. In the 
1910 election the majority against pro- 
hibition was 218,125. 

The figures show a startling change 
in the sentiment toward prohibition since 
1910, When the last state-wide vote was 
taken, In that election the State out- 
side of St. Louis showed a majority of 
92,0386 against prohibition. In the elee- 


| tion last week the State outside of St. 


Louis, on the returns in from all ex- 
cept 18 counties, shows a majority for 
prohibition of 15,138.

The prohibition vote is difficult of 
analysis. 
voted “‘dry” and 39 voted “wet.” Of the 
5S “dy” counties eight have saloons 
now, and of the 3 ‘‘wet’’ counties 29 
have no saloons, having voted them out 
during the past few years. 

Jackson County a Surprise, 

By far the greatest surprise to the 
anti-prohibition forces was that Jack- 
son County, in which is Kansas City, 
the second city of the State, returned 
a majority of 3716 in.favor of prohi- 
bition. On the other hand, Buchatian 
County, in which St. Joseph, the third 
city of the State, returned a majority 
of 2583 against prohibition. 

Other surprises included Jasper 
County, which ineludes Joplin =F 
Carthage; Pettis County, which 
cludes Sedalia, and Randolph Couiaty, 
which includes Moberly. All h 
jorities in favor of prohibition, © 

The prohibition. election doek Ss 
indicate that the cities of the ‘state 
are in favor of saloons, or. that the 
agricultural districts are opposed to 
them as a unit. Some of the largest 
agricultiral counties of the State 
voted against prohibition, including 
Boone, Callaway, Cooper, Knox, La- 
fayette, Lincoln, Moniteau, Montgom- 
ery, Platte, Ralls, Saline and Vernon, 
none of which are controlled by the 
vote of their cities. In fact few'of 
them contain cities of importance, 
and in most of them saloons long ago 
were voted out. 

NO Change in Situation. 

It is to be understood that the elec- 
tion last week does not change the 
saloon situation in any county. There 
are only 18 of the 114 counties which 
are “all wet.” In a few other saloons 
are permitted in a few of the larger 
towns. These ‘counties and towns 
will remain unchanged in the matter 
of permitting saloons until they vote 
under the State local option law, 
either for or against saloons.

PROTEST IN UNIVERSITY CITY 
AGAINST THE WATER RATES 


Imprevement Association to Hold 
Mass Meeting at High School 
Tomorrow Night. 

The University City Improvement As- 
sociation will hold a mass meeting to- 
morrow night in the high school bulild- 
ing to discuss the water rate’ question 


relating to University City and Maple- 
wood, and to protest against increase 
in water rates affecting residents in 
those two towns. The new water rate 
became effective Nov. 1 and was fixed 
by the Public Service Commisston after 
an investigation requested by consumers 
of the West St. Louls Water and Light 
Co. It ig claimed that the rates have 
been increased to 52 per cent. W. H. 
Henby, manager of the water company, 
says that this is not true, and that the 
new schedule of rates benefits the gmall 
consumers, 

He says the income to the water com- 
pany under the new rates is about the 
same as under the old, explaining that 
the increase falls upon the larger con- 
sumers. Under the old rule the charge 
was $4.50 per quarter, provided the con- 
sumer did not use more than 7500 gal- 
lons of water. The new charge is at 
the rate of 6 cents per 1000 gallons, © 
for 2000, 30 for 9000, 40 for 63,000, “0 for 
125,000 and all over 200,000 gallons, 4 
cents per 1000. 

The average consumer uses under 
7600 gallons per quarter. Henby claims 
that according to these figures, the 
small consumer will get his water cheap- 
er and that there is no cause for com- 


plaint.

“IN FOUR MONTHS 


Federal Court in New York Finds 
It Violated Terms of Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.~—The so-called 
“Starch Trust,” representing an aggre- 
gate capital of $80,000,000,.was adjudged 
guilty of “unfair methodg of competi- 
tion” in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, and a plan for its dissolution 
was ordered filed with the_Federa]l Trdde 
Commission within 120 days, by a final 
decree filed here in the Government suit 
against the combine by Federal Judge 
Hand. 

The corporate defendants, which in- 
clude the Corn Products Refining Co. 
and its allied concerns, are enjoined 
from continuing unlawful practices, but 
ho,ever, from carrying on their 
business at prices and under methodg 
adopted in good faith ‘“‘to meet fair, 
free and bona fide competition.” 

In order to bring about a. situation 
“in harmony with law,” the decree pro- 
vides that ‘‘the factories, business and as- 
sets of the Corn Products Refining Co, 
shall be divided in such manner and info 
such parts of separate and distinct own- 
ership as shall be necessary for that 
purpose.”' It also provides that, upon 
the submission to the trade commission 
of the plan for doing this, a hearing of 
all parties shall be held by the commlis-’ 
sion and its findings reported back to 
the Court. 

The alleged trust, in seeking to obtain 
a monopoly in starch glucose, grape 
sugar and their derivatives, the decree 
states, threatened, among other acts, 
the American Maize Products Co. with 
‘an invasior of the business of the Royal 
Baking Powder Co. ff it continued its 
starch and glucose business and a work- 
ing agreement was reached between the 
two. The decree found also that the 
trust entered the candy business “for 
the purpowe of injuring the National 
Candy Co.’’ and other confectioners, in 
order to force them to buy their’ glu- 
cose principally from the Corn Products 
Refining Co. 

It also asserted that by 1910 the com- 
pany had sufficient producing capacity 
to supply 9 per cent of the demand for 
starch and glucose and took steps, by, 
selling at or below cost, to drive inde- 
pendents out of business. The same 
practice was followed, it declares, in 
mixed syrup for “the purpose of mo- 
nopolizing such trade in the United 
States.’’ 

Another methoc to restrain trade used 
by the alleged trust, the Court finds, 
was to secure “‘by private communicus- 
tions arid ifmportunities to the railroad 
officials an increase in the eastbound 
freight rates on glucose” and to prevent 
the reduction of rates promised to the 
independents “in order to injure its 
sompetitors.”’

INTENT OF MANN ACT ARGUED 
BEFORE U. S, SUPREME COURT 


Question of Interpretation Raised in- 
Caminetti and Diggs Cases, and 
Another From Oklahoma. 
WASHINGTON, Novy. 14,—Argument 
over whether the Mann act applies to 
rersonal immoral escapades, or only to 
cases involving transportation of wom- 
en for commercial gain, began late yes- 
terday before the Supreme Court. The 
law itself has been upheld by the court, 
but the question of interpretation is 
raised for the first time in appeals of 
FF. Drew Caminetti and Maury I. Diggs 
of Sacramento, and L. T. Hays of Alva, 
OK., all charged with transporting wom.- 
en in violation of the law, but with the 
elements of commercialism and coercion 

absent. 

Present Department of Justice of- 
ficials have brought prosecutions in all 
cases of transpertation of women for 
immoral purposes, whether for commer- 
cjal purposes or not. 

Harry ©. Glasscock of counsel for 
the appellants, insisted that the title 
of the act itself indicated absence of 
intent by Congress to have the law ap- 
plied to cases of ‘mere immorality.” 

Assistant Attorney-General Wallace 
said: ‘The extéht or degree of immor- 
ality should not be a factor.” The pur- 
pose of the law was to prevent de- 
bauchery of women.”

fered to sell her to Shotwell for $500. 
Shotwell went to live at the rooming 
house conducted by the Hussmans in 
September. Mrs, Hussman said her 
husband became angry when he found 
Shotwell talking to her in her room, 
Nov. 6& w= 
“The three of us sat down and talked 
it over and my husband declared that 
he would turn me over to Shotwell if 
Shotwell would give him $600,” she de- 
clared. “This was agreed to and it was 
understood I was to get a divorce. 
Changed His Mind, 

“The next afternoon we all went to 
the theater together and were al] friend- 
ly. Last Sunday night my husband 
said he had changed his mind. He 
drove us out and told us never to come 
back. Shotwell and I went-to the Model 
Hotel at Fifteenth and Market streets 
and stayed there until yesterday after- 
noon, After we left the hotel Shotwell 
bought a revolver at a Market street 
store. 
‘We then went to see a lawyer and 
told him about our trouble with my 
husband. The lawyer advised Shotwell 
to carry a revolver and defend him- 
self.’’ 
Mrs. Hussman and Shotwell went to 
her home, arriving there about 4 a. m. 
Her aunt, Mrs. Silvia McDonnell, was 
there. They sat in the parlor, and about 
lf an hour later Hussman entered 
the room: According to Mrs. Huss- 
man’s account, he advanced towarl 
Shotwell. She said she d‘'d not see a 
weapon in the hand of either. She 
went into another room, she declared, 
and an instant later she heard a shot. 
Turning, she saw her husband lying on 
the floor. She went. out for a doctor 
and Shotwell telephoned the police. 
Hussman was dead when the doctor ar- 
rived. 

Hushand’s Revolver taiinttes: 

When policemen reached the house 
they were met by Shotwell, who sttiil 
had his revolver in his hand. On the 
floor near Hussman’s right hand they 
found a revolver. 

It was loaded, but could not have been 
fired, as the main trigger spring was 
broken. 

Shotwell after his arrest made a state- 
ment in which he said he fired when 
Hussman advanced on him with a re- 
volver. Mrs. Hussman was released on 
bond,

Since the be- 
ginning of the war there have been 
many such differences on questions of 
military management, but until recently 
it is said they have been adjusted gener- 
ally by allowing Gen. Hughes to carry 
out his plans. 

Lately the friction has increased and 
adjustments have. grown more d'fficult. 
It is understood there has been a grow- 
ing disposition on the part of the Pre- 
mier and the Cabinet to insist upon 
their own plans, as against those of Gen. 
Hughes. 

One of the points over which a differ- 
ence arose was the supplying of the 
Canadian forces with the British army 
rifle. Gen. Hughes, it is reported, ad- 
vocated instead the use of a Canadian 
weapon. 

Gen. Hughes was appointed Minister 
of Militia in 1911. When on a visit to 
England last year he was kKhighted by 
King George. His resignation was de- 
manded by the conservatives in connec- 
tion with war contracts awarded to 
American companies. He returned from 
England and demanded an investigation, 
which resulted in his exoneration by a 
royal commission.

The mattress will extend 10 feet 
inside the piers of the dock. Piles will 
be driven through it to hold it in place, 
On the rows of piles will be dumped 
iarge quantities. of stones as a founda- 
tion for the walls of the dock. 
The dc~*k will occupy part of a tract of 
land 6200 feet long and from 150 to 60) 
feet wide, owned by the ctly. The 
“quay walis’’ will be 890 feet long. The 
width of platform of the dock will 
be 36 feet until the hollow back of t 
is filled, when the total area availabie 
for warehouses, tracks and roadways 
will be 400x890 feet. The filling will not 
be done at once. 
For the cost of the “quay walls,’’ ware- 
houses and mechanical equipment there 
has been appropriated $235,000. The walls 
will cost $200,000. The rest of the money 
will b@-expended for cranes, elevators 
and a temporary warehouse. Four of the 
elevators will be 18x20 feet, so as to ac- 
commodate wagons and automobile 
trucks carrying freight to ~and from 
boats. Eight other elevators, 15x15 feet, 
also will be provided. These and a lo- 
comotive crane and an inclined conveyor 
will furnish means for handling the car- 
goes of four boats at one time.

2 TORPEDOES SANK VESSEL 


Capt. Curtis Says American Ship 
Was Warned — All of 
Crew Saved. 


CORUNNA, Spain. Nov. 14.—Capt. 
Frederick Curtis of the American steam- 
er Columbian, who arrived here with the 
rescued crew of this steamship, declared 
to a representative of the Associated 
Press that he was a prisoner on board 


the German submarine U-49 for six days 
after thé destruction of his vessel. Ali 
of‘the crew was saved. 

Capt. Curtis said the Columbian was 
warned before she was torpedoed and 
sunk by the U-49. The crew was left in 
lifeboats and the captain was taken on 
board the submarine. 

Capt. Arthur Patterson of the British 
steamer Seatonia’' says he also ‘was a 
prisoner on the U-49 for eight days, dur- 
ing which time he heard the’ guns of the 
submarine in action and also heard dis- 
tinctly the explosion of the torpedo 
which, he learned later, blew up the Nor- 
Wegian ship Balto, soon after hich 
Capt. Yelugsen of the, Norwegian’ ship 
Fordalen joined him in the narrow 
prison on board the submarine, where 
they were joined on the following day 
by Capt. Curtis. 

Stopped on COmimand. ~~ 

“My ship, registered at New York,”’ 
said Capt. Curtis to the correspondent, 
“carried a cargo of about 9000 tons and 
a crew of 109, all of whom were saved. 
I stopped on the command of the sub- 
marine, whose commander ordered me 
to abandon the ship with the crew im- 
mediately, which we did without other 
baggage than two satchels with docn- 
ments and money. 

“The submarine U-49 fired two torpe- 
does at the Columbian, which imme- 
diately sank. The crew was left in 
lifeboats, while I was taken on board 
the submarine, which plunged imme- 
diately after I was taken into the small 
quartermaster’s cabin, where I found 
the captain of the Seatonia and the Bal- 
to. After me came Capt. Yelugsen of 
the Fordalen. 

“The capin was very small. It con- 
tained u folding table, a folding chair 
and three bunks. Evérything was per- 
meated with the odor of benzine. There 
Was no communication with the ex- 
terior and the cabin was absolutely 
dark, day and night. 

“We were fed in the morning with a 
few morsels of black bread, a cup of 
cocoa and a small portion of bread and 
butter at noon, with a stew of canned 
meat and soup, and at supper at 10 
o'clock; with coffee or tea and black 
bread with butter or marmalade. The 
hours spent in this narrow prison were 
very long and disagreeable.’’ 

Went on Deck to Smoke. 

Captains Curtis and Patterson, relating 
their experiences, said that they were 
allowed at intervals between the opera- 
tions of the submarine to go on deck] 
to smoke. They were watched on deck 
by members of the crew armed with 
revolvers, but when they went below 
the crew put aside their weapons. There 
was Only one chair in the cabin which 
the captains used in turn; otherwise 
they had to lie on the bunks. 

The submarine signaled the Swedish 
steamer Yaring 13 miles off the Span- 
ish port of Camarines toward noon of 
Nov. 9. The steamer stopped and was 
ordered to take aboard the captains and 
land them. She also was ordered to 
take aboard the crews of the Colum- 
bian and Norwegian steamers. All were

carpet sweeper is driven by the

“At first the Germans tried to give 
their measures an air of plausibility by 
alleging that the unemployed people in 
Belgium were dangerous to public or- 
der and a burden to official charity. I 
replied to Gov. von Bissing that he 
himself knew well that public order 
was in no way endangered and that the 
unemployed made no demands on offi- 
cial charity. 

“In his answer Von Bissing aban- 
doned his previous argument and ai- 
leged that; first, the mere fact of wide- 
spread unemployment tends to burden 
finances, and, secondly, prolongatior of 
unemployment will result in the work- 
ers losing their technica] skill.
